He has taug-ht taxidermy 
und ornithology in the University of 
Pennsylvania for three years, and has 
k:ilcd every kind of animal native to 
North America except the bnfialo and 
the mu.sk ox. He %\as the naturalist 
and taxidermist of the Ponry relief ex- 
pedition to Greenland in 1S92.

They then set fire to the olflc* 
of the octroi, where the ta$ on pro- 
visions, etc., entering the city H col- 
lected, and to a Dumber of sentry 
boxes and they were destroyed. 


The mob was in a most dangerous 


liumor and the gendarmes were pow 
erle>s to quell the disturbance. The 
military wero called out, but the riot- 
e -s stoned the troops, severely wound- 
ing an officer nud three soldiers. 
An 


attempt wa> made to open the prison 
and rolease the convicts, but this was 
fortunately prevented by the troops. 


The situation 
was becoming ex- 


tremely critical when the prefect of 
Catania arrived on the scene. 
He 


finally, after several fruitless attempts, 
got t le crowd to listen to him. 
He 


promised that some of the more bur- 
densomi of the grievances of the peo- 
p'e would be redressed and by his 
conciliatory attitude ultimately calmec 
the passion of the mob, which then dis- 
persed.

Hordes of Undesirable Immigrant* 


Bains Dumped on Our Shores. 


Government OffleUU at EIUs Island Kept 


Busy Sorting the Small Army—About 


One-Sixth Detained and Will 


Be Sent Back. 


Ellis island at New York is crowded 


bj the advance guard of the imadin£ 
horde of pauper Italian immigrants. 
Uight on top of Ihe swarm of nearly 
1/100 unloaded from the Bolivia, there 
came the other day another hungry con- 
tingent of 1,500 landed from the steam- 
er Alesia, from the 
Mediterranean 


ports, and the Allan.from Hamburg and 
Havre. 
Of these all but a few were 


Italians. The immigration authorities 
are fairly appalled and realize that no 
fcteps must be neglected to check the 
influx. 


On the island the immigration au- 


thorities were driven almost frantic in 
their efforts to control the clamorous 
horde of aliens, who fairly fought to be 
ptimittcd to land, and the not less per 
sistent mob of friends, who sought to 
obtaintheirrelease. Thatterm "friend" 
iuore frequently is used as a cloak bj 
the padrciies and immigration agents 
who are ready to pose as brothers or 
cousins, in order to secure the release 
of immigrants consigned to them who 
might otherwise be debarred 
from 


landing. 


Such "friends" were in the majority 


the other day, for it was known thai 
among the Bolivia's pabsengers were 
200 of the "barred" class,-who, unless 
rescued, were subject to deportation. 
In addition to these, too, there were 
342 passengers under detention until 
their claims for the right of admission 
could be passed upon. 


With the arrival during the morning 


of the passengers by the Alesia and Al- 
bnno the number of those "barred 
rose at the close of the day to 520, o 
about one in every six of those arri 
ing during the two days. This ha 
been further increased by the Werra 
airhal with about 1,500 more imm 
grants. • 


The big building on Ellis island pn 


eented a scene of extraordinary aeti' 
ity, all the pens that cover the mai 
floor being covered with a mass of in- 
migrants, awaiting their turn to prt

Hazleton, Pa,, says: The papers of Gen. 
Steuben, which have been preserved lor 
a century by the New York Historical 
society na valuable relies of the revolu- 
tion, are, nccording to descendants of 
the famous •warrior ajid tihe testimony 
of experts in handwriting, fpcgeries. 
That these people are convinced that 
fraud has been practiced is evidenced 
by the fact that they have already en- 
gaged counsel and will institute a legal 
inquiry into the character of the docu- 
ments. These papers have been re- 
garded by the Historical society as be- 
ing the most valuable in tJieir archives. 
When Gen. Steuben died he had no di- 
rect heirs in this country, a.nd there 
was no one to look after the vast es- 
tate granted him by congress. Since 
that time members of toe general's 
family came to this country and set- 
tled in the Lehigh valley, where they 
are well known. 


Since the first doubt was raised re- 


garding1 the documents held by the His- 
torical society these people have been 
busily engaged working on the ease. 
E. H. Kausch, of Mauch Chunk, who is 
an expert in handwriting, was engaged 
some time ago to assist at < he research. 
After a careful examination he pro- 
nounced the documents forgeries, and 
made an elaborate statement in sup- 
port of his assertions. He says that 
there is scarcely any similarity be- 
tween an alleged will and the general's 
letters. lie expresses the opinion that 
the papers were filled out by one of 
the general's aids. 


The technical flaws which Mr. Rausch 


picks out are nuflinerous and seemingly 
convincing. The members of the fam- 
ily are now acting in concert, and will 
push their claims if they succeed in 
establishing the forgery. 


Arthur Warner, the venerable and 


well-known recording secretary of the 
New York Historical society, said that 
he had never heard of any charge of 
forgery in connection with the Steuben 
papers. 


William Kelly, the society's librarian, 


said: "The authenticity of these relief; 
has never' before been disputed. The, 
society has 12 bound volumes of man- 
uscripts, consisting of autograph let- 
ters from army officers to Gen. Steubt-n 
and his answers to them, including let' 
tens from Lafayette. 
Gen. Steuben 


was a bachelor and adopted as his sons 
Maj. Walker nnd Ca,pt. Walker, who 
Were the uidfi on his start. His corre- 
spondence, eto., contained in the bound 
volumes which I have mentioned, weiv 
received by the society from his adopt' 
cd sons, to whom by a will, the original 
of which is among t/he relics, nil of his 
estate was bequeathed. That will was 
duly probated in this city, and in some 
western place, the name of which T 
cannot now recall. It bears ollicial 
indorsements as to its having been 
regularly probated both here and there.

will, but not on the ground that it was 
a forged document. Any charge that 
any of the documents are forgeries is 
absurd."

The Lancet recently published some 


Interesting letters from Dr. T. Glover 
Lyon, senior assistant physician of the 
Victoria Park chest hospital. Dr. Lyon, 
using the Crookes tube, w ith an electric 
current at a voltage of about 25,000, 
thus described in the Lancet the result 
of his work: 


"My experiments in this direction 


proved, so far as they went, a negative, 
which was almost a foregone conclu- 
sion. An impure cultivation of the 
diphtheria bacilli was exposed in a test 
tube in an incubator at 35 degrees for 12 
hours to Eoentgen rays, produced by 
the apparatus described above. Con- 
siderable growth took place during 
these 12 hours and continued on further 
incubation. The exposure of the Roent- 
gen rays had failed to influence the 
growth of the bacilli to any appreciable 
extent. A pure cultivation 
of the 


tubercle bacilli exposed at the saute 
time showed a vigorous power of 
growth afterward. 


"Experiments like these are not, of 


course, final, but on the whole force us 
to the conclusion that with our present 
methods the radian ethereal energy is 
powerless against pathogenic organ- 
ism. At the same time increased Unowl 
edge and improved apparatus may place 
the cure of disease by radiant energy 
within the possibilities of the future." 


Many other British scientists hold the 


view that the X rays are modifications 
only of ordinary light, but as far as 
known the sole directexperiments were 
undertaken by Prof. Schuster, who at a 
recent meeting of the Manchester Med- 
ical society said the rebulta were alto- 
gether negative, the bacteria thriving 
as well in Eoentgen rays as out of them. 


Scientists in London are decidedly 


skeptical as to the gerrnicMal proper- 
ties of the X rays, though they are not 
prepared to deny the reported discovery 
in Chicago. They want details, how- 
ever, before believing it.

Stater Eonhnuia, one of the original 


hand of the Sister* of Merey in Ottawa, 


TO STRAIGHTEN THE ILLINOIS. 
Government Aid to Be Asked 1» *B At- 


tempt Co Prevent Overflow. 


A meeting of prominent capitalists 


was held the other evening at Pekin, 
111., to decide one of the most gigantic 
enterprises ever set on foot in Central 
Illinois, necessitating the expenditure 
of several million dollars, diverting tha 
Illinois river from its piesent course 
for a distance of ten miles between 
Peoria and Pekin. At present the river 
describes a mammoth horseshoe curve, 
with Peoria and Pekin as the heel 
points. The river wanders at random 
through the low level land, and in time 
of high water thousands of acres are 
overflowed that would otherwise be tijl- 
nble and 
highly productive. 
The 


scheme, in brief, is to dig a large canal 
on a bee line between the two cities, 
thus securing the following results: 
Kecloim many thousands acres of land, 
avoid a shallow stretch in the river 
that prevents rirer traffic in low water, 
and secure a permanent and navigable 
waterway on which to establish a num- 
ber of large factories and build a con- 
tinuous city between Peoria and Pekin. 
The line of the proposed canal is 
flanked by many coal mines, and the 
entire country contiguous is underlaid 
with veins of soft coal. At the head of 
the scheme is H. P. TVesterman, former- 
ly a distiller and now a retired capital- 
ist. At the conference it was finally 
decided to solicit government aid in 
straightening the channel of the river.
